The Northera people of this Union are 
haviog a dreary experience of suffering, with 
the prospect of worse times ahead. We in 
the South can form little conception of the 


agricultural people. With little toshow in 
the way of luxury, yet the masses of our 
‘'Southera people have the necessities of life. 
Many of our citizens are somewhat hard 
pushed, and obliged to live economically, 
wearing old clothes and st’cking to rough 
fare. But there is bread and there is meat, 
and the wolf can be kept away from the door. 
Not so North. There the terrors of tight 
times are pressing burdensomely. Hundreds 
of thousands of operators have been thrown 
out of employment. Our dispatches last 
night teli us that ouc-thirll of all the iron 
factories have closed, and ihousands of iron 
laborers are idle.

The Virginius first attempted to effect 
a landing on Octcber 26th, three days after 
she left Kingston, but was driven off by the 
Spanish troops and chased by a Spanish 
fiigate. She escaped and reached Port-au- 
Prince on the 27th. While there, several of 
the Jamaica mechanics, all colored, on board, 
being alarmed by the chase ran away, but 
were forcibly taken on board by the Virgin- 
ius officers and put in irons. ; 
The acting Britis. Consul at Santiago 
being cut off from immediate communication 
with the British Consul General at Havana 
by the interruption of the cable between 
Santiago an Batabano, Commodore 
de Horsey dispatched the gunboat Niobe 
at midnight on the 7th, to inquire into 
matters, and to advise the Consul to request 
delay in carrying out any hasty sentence 
that might be passed upon Jamaicans who 
were captured. 
The British schooner Brilliant, which left 
Santiago on the evening of the 5th, reports 
that just before the capture of the Virginius, 
Varona advised the blowing up of the ves- 
se] rather than let it fall into the hands of 
the Spainards, but the Captain persuaded 
him that being under the American flag and 
in neutral waters, they would not dare touch 
any man On board. Varona and his follow- 
era thereupon became satisfied, and shortly 
after an officer from the Tornado boarded 
the Virginius and demanded her papers_ 
After an inspection he stated that 
they were correct, but he made 
all on board prisoners. Varona replied that 
he surrendered under protection of the 
American flag, and said he was a prisoner 
because there was not an English or Ameri- 
can man-of-war near to witness this scandal 
on the laws cf nations. 


A Startling Offer to Cuba. 

The following letter was received at the 
Herald office yesterday : 

To Hditor Herald: 

New Yor«, November 12.—I have every 
reason to suppose that my brother, Colonel 
G. OC. Stuart, is among the slaughtered pas- 
sengers of the Virginius. He left New York 
about the Ist of October, intending to join 
General Ryan at Kingston. He probably 
went under an assumed name, as he was well 
known in this city, and to the Spanish author- 
ities, My brother was 36 years of age, 6 feet 
high and spare built. He served as Lieuten- 
ant uugder Walker in Nicaragua, 1857; as 
Colonel in the Confederate army during the 
late war, as Lieutenant Colonel! of cavalry 
under Escobedo in Mexico, 1866-67, and was 
induced by Ryan to engage in the Cuban 
struggle. Any information concerning his 
fate will be liberally paid for; and to the 
Cuban patriots of this city J will make the 
following proposition towards fitting out an- 
other expedition: I will subscribe $50,000 
to every $150,000 that they will raise [ 
will do more: I will agree to raise one 
thousand men well officered, all able— 
bodied, and all having seen service, and put 
them aboard a suitable vessel (that the 
Cubans shall furnish, properly equipped and 
rovisioned) at some point on our coast that 
may select. As & guarantee to perform 
what I propose, I will put up a forfeit of 
$100,000, to be used for the benefit of the
